DEAR POLLY — I have a piece of m arble that has been 
painted I now want to use it as a desri top How can I clean 
it0 Is it possible to have m arble polished9 — ANNE 
DEAR ANNE — You have a tricky job ahead. Doubtless 
the paint has sunk into the marble. All I can suggest is to 
try a non-oily paint remover. This also will remove any 
finish that was on the marble It will then have to be polish 
ed Stains can usually be removed by a gentle rubbing with 
a mixture of hydrogen peroxide and ammonia, rinse with 
clear water and dry. 
Bad stains may require leaving this mixture on overnight 
after being covered with plastic wrap to keep the mixture 
damp. Perhaps there is a monument company in your city 
that will do the marble polishing. It might be well to con 
suit them before even trying to remove the paint. — 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those people who dial 
my phone number and then hang up abruptly without saying a 
word.

M D. — Be sure to stand the rinsed brush propped 
against something else so the water drains off leaving the bristles 
standing erect.
